‘The country needs no 
program of legislation. im the 
whole, the country wants more, per- 
haps, than any other thing the Gov- 
ernment cun give it, a legislative 
holiday.” That was the opinion also 
of the Farmers’ Co-operative Mar- 
keting Association, which met in 
convention here last week. 

Mr. Borah in his Senate speech 
declared that specific pledges had 
heen made to the farmers during the 
campaign to treat their conditions 
nfter the election. There is a wide- 
spread campaign going on, he said, 
to convince the farmer and the 
lic that things are zoing so 
better for the farmer that there is 
no need for legislation on his behalf. 
He contended that whatever’ im- 
provement there has been is 
sient and local but that the agricul- | 
tural problem is a permanent and 
national one affecting the consumer 
and the manufacturer as much as 
the farmer. . ; 

Mr. Borah said he was- speaking 
on this subject because he desired 
to put his protest on record, and be- 
cause he believed that the party that 
had returned to power should keep 
faith with the farmer.

Having put himself on record it is 
not believed that Mr. Borah will go 
mich further in miaking ah issue of 
the matter, especially if the Presi- 
dent continues his unfavorable at- 
titude toward an extra session.

In general, Mr. Coolidge was said 
to favor going ahead with the present 
foreign policy, allowing for develop- 
ment, but not changing direction. 

The settlement arrived at in Paris 
meets with White House approval. 
While the United States Government 
would like to bavé a larger slice of 
the reparations fund the outcome 
was regarded as fair. The United 
States did not desire to appear in th: 
role of a rapacious creditor nor was 
this Government so much concerned 
with getting early payments as with 
establiehing its rights. Although 
some governments had suggested tha’ 
the American claim should not be 
allowed, it had worked out satisfac- 
in the end. 

Expects No Other Changes 

President Coolidge is not looking 
forward to other changes in his 
Cabinet. J. J. Davis, Secretary of 
Labor, who had thought he might 
have to withdraw, has so arranged 
his affairs that he will be able to 
remain, The President has not yet 
decided on a Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, desiring to find a man who can 
cope with the dificult and important 
problem of marketing rather than 
an expert on production. 

It is the desire of the President 
to help the farmer to a larger share 
in the money which the products of 
his labor bring in the markets. 

The program worked out by the 
agricultural commission, appointed 
by the President, is expected to be 
submitted in time for legislation at 
this session of Congress, it was said 
at the White House.

Authorities Not Spared 

He did not spare the French au- 
thorities for the entire mismanage- 
ment, owing to a complete misunder- 
standing of the Russian movement. 
The trial has given material for 
political discussion and much doubt-

In spite startling atta 
Capt. Sadoul obtained from the mili 
tarvy court his provisional release 
and he is now in Paris. It was obvi- 
ous that the information on which 
he was sentenced was quite inade- 
quate, and if a serious effort is made 
to obtain a French conviction, there 
must be further inquiries. The de- 
fense holds that it was impossible to 
have communication with the enemy 
when Russia was never declared an 
enemy. As for the charge of deser- 
tion, the personal recall from Rus- 
sia never reached Capt. Sadoul. Even 
if he had returned, it was only for 
a class which was to be demobilized. 

Resembles Dreyfus Case 

Obviously any harsh dealing with 
Captain Sadoul would provoke all 
the passions which marked the Drey- 
lus case, with which indeed there are 
many points of resemblance, notably 
the alleged forgery of documents. 
The judges considered it wise to 
allow him provisional liberty, and if 
is possible the whole matter wiil be 
stifled. 

Among the things Captain Sadoul 
charges that superior officer 
wished him to remain in Russia 
rather than to return and tell the 
truth ahout the Soviets in France. 
Lenine and Trotzky wanted to retain 
eontact with France, affirmed Cap- 
tain Sadoul. and continue the war 
azainst Germany But M. Noulens 
had made up his mind that the Bol- 
sheviki were agents of Germany. 

Every time French collaboration 
was asked, M. Noulens refused. At 
the moment of the Brest-Litovs« 
Treatv the Bolsheviki asked 
munitions and allied technicians, as 
they wished to reconstruct their dis 
organized army. M. Noulens, with 
his blind prejudices, declined to 
help. This meant the prolongation 
of the war. for the Russian defection 
was the consequence. The proceed- 
ings against Captain Sadoul, accord- 
ing to this account, were simply an 
effort to smother the voice of a sub- 
ordinate.

Building Arrangement Saves Farmer a Mile 


T HAS been estimated by the Ne- 
braska College of Agriculture that 
the average farmer, in doing his 

chores, walks one unnecessary mile 
a day, or 365 miles a year, all on 
account of improper arrangement 
of his farm buildings. What this 
means in loss of time, to say nothing. 
of shoe leather. can be imagined. 

To start the hundreds of embryo 

farmers at the college on the right 
road. the college has constructed. or 
rather the students of the college 
have built. a model farmstead in 
miniature which represents a nearly 
ideal arrangement for a 160-acre 
farm in the prairie states. Built to 
one-quarter scale in the workshops 
of the college, the model now stands 
on the campus, where it offers 
ocular evidence of ‘the correct way 
to lav out buildings, fences, etc. The 
buildings comprising the model in- 
clude a comfortable, attractive farm- 
house, on a concrete foundation 
and equipped with modern conven}- 
ences: an up-to-date dairy barn with 
a solid-wall concrete silo: a hay 
shed for alfalfa: a horse barn; a 
hog house; a tool shed and shop; 
a poultry house, and a machine shed. 
The plan ‘was worked out for one 
particular farm, and has been tried

Agreement of Commissioners Now Goes to Legislatures 
and Congress for Confirmation—Will Adjust 


Controversy of 


AUSTIN, Tex., Jan. 7 (Special Cor- 
respondence) —-A compact between 
Texas and New Mexico for division 
of the waters of the Pecos River has 
been agreed on by commissioners 
appointed by the governors of 
two states, and will become effective. 
if approved by both legislatures and 
the United States Congress. The 
compact is @éxpected to end a con- 
roversyv of long standing and to in- 
dicate rapid development of large 
areas. 

Negotiations were conducted for 
Texas by R. E. Thomason of E! Paso. 
and by Richard H. Hanna of New 
Mexico. C. T. Pease, a representa- 
tive of the United States Depart- 
of the Interior, has approved 
the compact. Pat M. Neff, retiring 
Governor of Texas, who is sponsor- 
ing the compact, told The Christian 
Science Monitor reporter he antici- 
pated no opposition to ratifying.

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
will begin tomorrow discussion of the various 
measures before it for 
securing American par- 
ticipation in the Perma- 
nent World Court of 
International Justice. 
There’ is doubt in the 
committee, doubt even 
in the mind of its chair- 
man, Senator Borah, of 
the possibility of securing a hearing on this 
measure before the full Senate during the pres- 
ent short session. No one familiar with sena- 
torial procedure will fail to share this appre- 
hension. The short. sessions are. always 
crowded with business, and the great appro- 
priation bills necessarily take precedence Over 
aH other proposals. To attempt to put through 
any Jegislation of a controversial character is 
like trying to drive a snowplow through a 
heavy drift—-everything packs up and all prog- 
ress is blocked. 

Nevertheless, the plows have to be pushed 
through if communications are to be kept open, 
and bills of importance must get a hearing. 
To insist that it is time the World Court issue 
was disposed of is to state the case mildly. 
Urged officially by both Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge, the issue has been under discussion 
for years. It may not have had time to win 
a place on the Senate calendar, but it has won 
general approval. It is the duty of the Ameri- 
can public now to make it clear to the com- 
mittee that action is expected.

impatient over the de- 
lays and obstacles that politicians in different 
eountries put in the-way of advancement, by 
their efforts to make the pendulum oscillate in 
their own direction. This urge toward impa- 
tience should be resisted, for all the time there 
are immense unseen forces at work moving 
steadily forward. Impatience impedes rather 
than accelerates progress. 

None.of the deeply working forces constantly 
functioning for fundamental betterment in spite 
of shifting mutations of politics is steadier in 
its operation, or more powerful. than the or- 
ganized womanhood of the world. The grow- 
ing influence of women in all the relations of 
life is recognized by every observant person. 
Yet it is doubtful if the immensity of women’s 
influence is generally realized. An understand- 
ing of the extent of the power of women. and 
an appreciation of the greatness of the objects 
for which it is exercised, will help to allay 
impatience over the delays of political cabinets 
and the futilities of parliaments and congresses. 

In Washington, from May 4 to May 14, 1925, 
a gathering of women is to take place which 
will exemplify most -clearly the extent. the 
force, and the aims of this influence of the 
womanhood of today. This assemblage is the 
sixth quinquennial session of the Interna- 
tional Council of Women, which has accepted 
the invitation of the National Council of 
Women of the (United States to meet for the 
first time in America. The organized women of 
nearly all civilized countries, with Lady Ishbel 
Aberdeen, their president, at their head. are 
busily at work preparing for this meeting. The 
American National Council is energetically pre- 
paring to receive and entertain them. 

What will this assemblage mean? 
the source of its power?) What are the objects 
for which it will labor? The International 
Council of Women is made up of the national! 
councils of forty-two countries. The member- 
ship of the organizations represented bv the 
council is 36,000,000 women. The Nationa! 
Council of the United States includes thirty- 
eight country-wide organizations of women 
with 11,000,000 members. The International 
Council is the organ through which this vast 
army of women speak, and act. and express 
their will. It has accomplished great things 
since it was started in ISS88. Who that knows 
anything about the women who are at work in 
their separate-clubs and leagues will fail to 
recognize the power that is concentrated in 
the body that acts for 236,000 000 of them in 
all parts of the world? 

What of the aims of this mighty host that 
exerts its influence on the homes and the gOV- 
ernments of the world? Its general object is 
“the promotion of unity and mutual under- 
standing among all associations of women 
working for the common welfare of humanity.” 
Some of the particular aims with special ref- 
erence to American problems are: To help 
create a sound public sentiment for world 
peace; the continued co-operation of the United 
States in world affairs; education in the use 
of the ballot; participation in all elections and 
indorsement of candidates on the basis of clean 
personal character and pledge of support of the 
best national policies; respect for and obedi- 
ence to the law, with special reference to en- 
forcement of the Kighteenth Amendment: child 
welfare, “furtherance of the need of every 
child to be understood, to be loved and to be 
wisely developed”’; measures for wise and rea- 
sonable amelioration of industrial relations: 
entrance of the United States to the World 
Court of International Justice: the general] 
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spread of education; improvement of rural 
schools: to foster and increase the knowledge 
and understanding of other nations among 
young people. 

With such aims and such power to reach 
them, who can fail to wish success to the com- 
ing session of the International Council of 
Women and to have an added sense of calm 
faith that they will accomplish much for the 
betterment of the whole world?

ganize international tribunals, to submit all in- 
ternational disputes to such tribunals, and to 
accept their decisions as a substitute for mili- 
tary preparedness and war. Why would it not 
be a good plan to find out what the people 
think? The Monitor is in hearty accord with 
the suggestion to submit this question to a refer- 
endum vote of the people of the United States 
and get their answer. 

If the American people spoke authoritatively 
and said that they were ready to put law in the 
place of war, there would soon be something 
done about it. Talking for peace maketh the 
heart sick. The world may talk for peace and 
do nothing about it, while drifting into another 
war, a war of exiermination of peoples, with 
weapons a thousand-fold more deadly than the 
weapons of the last war. Action must come 
before it is too late. But no great action can be 
expected of men in office, until they are con- 
vinced that the people demand it. The need now 
is to marshal public opinion and give it such 
emphatic expression that action is assured. 

Shall Congress be authorized by direct vote 
Of the people to join with all other nations to 
substitute law for war, to outlaw war, and to 
bring about progressive world-wide disarma- 
ment? If the American people. by a might¥ 
majority, were to say “Yes” to that question, it 
would be the most authoritative voice for world 
peace in all history. Such a mandate, direct 
from the voters of the richest and most power- 
ful nation of earth, coming at this particular 
time, would stir the world. It would be a chal- 
lenge to the faith and conscience of mankind. 
Amazing things might come of it. 

vy all means, let the American people speak. 
But how? They have no national referendum 
machinery. That was the weakness of the re- 
cent Democratic preposition to submit the 
League of Nations problem to a national refer- 
endum. But the state legislatures now in ses- 
sion could easily provide, by state law, for such 
a vote at the next regular general election within 
the state. More impartial is the fact that there 
are twenty states which have constitutional 
provisions for the initiative and referendum. In 
these twenty states this question can be placed 
on the ballot by petition. The people in these 
States may have such a referendum without 
Waiting for a federal amendment, and without 
an act of Cougress, and even without an act of 
their own state legislatures. 

A vote on this question in twenty American 
states would be a world event. It would be the 
first time in history that a great people was ever 
directly consulted about war. President Hard- 
Ing said that the peonle are the ones who have 
to pay in neace and die in war. Why should not 
they be the ones to say whether or not they 
choose to go on paving and dving? These 
twentv referendum states are well distributed 
over the country trom Maine to California. from 
Marvland to Washington. The lips of the people 
of these twenty sovereign states, at least. can be 
unsealed. Thev are renresentative of America. 
As they go, America will go. As America goes, 
the world will go. 

The Monitor sees a real inspiration in the idea 
io use the existing machinery to secure what in 
effect would be a national referendum on the 
questicn of organizing the world for peace. This 
appears to bean Ohio idea. It was first pro- 
posed by some triends of veace in Cincinnati. It 
was proposed to give the 2.000.000 voters of 
Ohio a chance to express themselves. and or- 
ganizations are rapidly forming in the State for 
this purpose. But the question soon arose. 
Why confine the vote to Ohio? Why not take 
concerted action in all the referendum states. 
simultaneously submitting the same question, 
thus making, virtually, a national referendum? 
so the National Peace Referendum League 
came into being with a program which offers a 
chance actually to do something for world 
peace. ‘be Monitor confidently expectS to see 
this movement assume huge proportions, and 
will gladly aid in discussion of its merits.

More than mere tradition clothes those whom 
the American people choose as executives end 
administrators of the 
law with invulnerability. 
Theoretically, they are 
above suspicion. There 
mniust be a reason for 
this. The record of a 
century and a half jnus- 
tifies this faith. Few of 
those in whom trust and 
confidence have been reposed have proved them- 
selves unworthy. Some who in their private 
life have not been without serious faults have 
risen, usually, to-the standard of excellence 
which preferment ascribes to them, and have 
kept unspotted and unsullied the official gar- 
ments bestowed upon them. They have kept 
the faith and preserved the tradition. 

Thus it comes with a distinct shock when one 
who has gained preferment is accused or con- 
victed of a breach of trust. It is disillusioning 
and disappointing. None can thus err uncon- 
sciously or without the realization that his 
transgression shatters the faith of millions of 
men and women and bovs and girls who have 
willingly accorded to them that respect and 
confidence which Americans, perhaps more gen- 
erously than many others, repose in their repre- 
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sentative officials. No matter if one sometimes 
sees, in times of bitter partisan conflict, the 
seamy side of the stage settings of a political 
campaign; no matter how bitterly the policies 
of candidates and parties are assailed, it 1s 
characteristic of the American people that they 
cheerfully and willingly accord to the victor the 
full measure of respect and confidence which 
his position merits. 

So it follows that when the Governor of a 
sovereign state is accused or convicted of break- 
ing the law which he has pledged himself to re- 
spect and obey he does not offend as a partisan, 
merely, but as one to whom such offending had 
been supposed to be impossible. Beyond this, 
however, those who so far forget their high 
estate as to transgress the law enjoy no im- 
munity. The people whom they are supposed 
to serve seem to have revised the motto, “The 
king can do no wrong,” to read, “The king 
should do no wrong.” 

Those chosen to govern are not thus auto- 
matically invested with any divine right. They 
enjoy no personal immunity, no special privi- 
lege. For their own acts they are as accountable 
as the humblest citizen. Were it not so the high 
standard set could not be maintained. Democ- 
racy vields nothing. Those who transgress hear, 
as King Robert of Sicily is said by Longfellow to 
have heard, “ile has put down the mighty from 
their seat, and has exalted them of low degree.” 
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in many of the 
cities of the United 
States have noted re- 
cently what is regarded, 
especially by the judges 
of the courts, as an Inh- 
creasing tendency = on 
the part of juries to ac- 
quit eyen those defendl- 

ants whose guilt has been established bevond 
reasonable doubt. Two New York judges have 
seen fit during the last week to censure jurors 
who have returned verdicts of not guilty in 
cases in which, in the opinion of the Judges, 
euili had been clearivy shown. In one case a 
defendant who had been charged with the sale 
of narcotic drugs was permitted to withdraw 
a plea of guilty and was put upon trial betore 
a jurv of his peers. The prosecuting witnesses 
made out so clear a case that the 
tive of the district attorney’s office, at the 
restion of the court, waived his right to sul 
up the evidence. Much to the surprise of every- 
one, the jury returned a verdict of acquittal, 

It is not admitted, either dv courts or prose- 
cutors. that these flagrant miscarriages of Jus- 
tice are due to any inherent defect or weakness 
in the jury system. They are due, it is insisted, 
to the unwillingness of responsible cittzens to

The court took occasion, then and 
there, to make clear to these men what their 
duties and responsibilities as citizens are. tle 
ealled attention to the fact that criminals are 
daily escaping just punishment because of the 
refusal of honest men to do their share in 
bringing them to justice. It is not the prevince 
of the jury to extend either judicial or execu- 
tive clemency. The juror who goes into the 
box, if honest himself and whose 
affairs he is to consider, is unbiased and open- 
minded. His decision, this being the case. Is 
dictated by the evidence which is’ presented. 
But jurors who hang about courthouses in the 
hope of being drafted as talesnren too often sell 
themselves for a price. 

Those who, bs 
jurors, should not complain when the 
escape and are iy permitted to pls 
trades. There is talk of crime 
the unusual boliness of those 
commit worse offenses. It Is not to be won- 
dered at that this is so. Crime unpunished en- 
courages crime, and the lawless, if permitted, 
will rule. There is a way to end this disgrace- 
ful orgy, not by condoning wrong, but by those 
methods which will bring to the transgressors 
a realization that sin begets its inevitable pun- 
ishment.
